OPERATOR TO BLAME 


Topeka, Kas., Jan. 2.—One of the, 


most disastrous wrecks in the history | 
of the Rock Island railway system oc- 
cured early today near Altavista, fifty 
miles west of Topeka, when passenger 
train No. 29. south bound, and No. 30, 
north bound, collided head-on, while 
traveling at a high rate of speed. 
..The brunt of the collision was sus- 
tained by train No. 29. which 
was 


heavily laden with passengers. 
The 


ears on this train went into the ditch 
lied several of them caught fire and 
were consumed. 
Close to thirty per- 


$ons. mostly Mexican laborers In the 
smoking car on No. 29. lost their lives. 
Many of them, pinioned in the wreck- 
*ge, were burned to death and only 
their ashes remain. .

Forty Persons Injured. 


Forty persons were Injured. Twelve 


Of the Injured were seriously hurt and 
It is believed that half of these will 
die. 
-The Mexicans were. enroute to El 
Paso to work for the Rock Island rail- 
road. But few persons on train No. 30

were seriously injured. The cars on 
this train were not badly damaged. 


But few trainmen were injured. The 


engineers and firemen of both trains 
and most of the trainmen jumped In 
time to save themselves. The express 
messenger on train No. 29 is missing. 


John Lynes, the telegraph operator j 


at Voland. who appears to be respon- 
sible for the collision, has been arrest- 
ed. Lynes received an order to stop 
both trains at Voland but let No. 29 
slip by. When he realized what he 
had done he wired the train dispatch- 
er: 
• 


"No. 29 has gone and I bars gone 


also." 


Then he fled. He was captured short- 


ly before noon. 


The wrecked trains run between El 


Paso and Chicago. 


Most of the killed are believed to be 


Mexican laborers who 
were In the 


smoking car on No. 29. The baggage 
car telescoped the smoker and crashed

Coe 
is forty years old and has been an in- 
mate of the Insane hospital at Logans- 
port, but was discharged.

the grappling hooks, made a thorough 
search of the river bed from a point

In the stream, and at noon the effort 
was abandoned. The river Is high and 
the current swift, and the work was 
carried forward with much difficulty.

So great was the crowd that all the

scene had great difficulty In preserving 
anything like order In the streets and 
for a .time thieves were given almost 
a free hand to loot the burned build- 
Ings. Two policemen who had detect- 
ed six young men acting suspiciously 
In a houoe chased the men over the 
roofs down to Tenth avenue, firing 
several shots at them, but all of them 
succeeded In getting away.

commission, voted to pit books of the 
American Book companV on the state 
list, of public school books In return 
for which the American Book com- 
pany contributed large sums of money 
to corrupt the voters of the eighth 
congressional district, while in return 
Hackett was to use his influence to 
have Governor Glenn elected United 
States senator to succeed the present 
congressman, Lee S. Overman. 


In a card published today, Hackett 


denied Blackburn's charges. 


"I shall prosecute ^Blackburn to the 


full 
extent of the law," Governor 


Glenn said to the Associated Press. 
"One of the two things must be done; 
I must be impeached, or. Blackburn 
must be sent to jail. 


When called over the long distance 


telephone at 
Greensboro this after- 


noon. 
Congressman 
Blackburn 
de- 


clined to make any formal statement 
concerning the report that Governor 
Glenn would prosecute him for crim- 
inal libel. 


'The notice of my protest to my op- 


ponent," said Mr. Blackburn, "has not 
been filed. That, however, will con- 
tain nil of the charges I may prefer."

Municipal Obligations Greater Than 


Those of Government and States, 


The municipal debts of the country 


are, approximately, 
$1,600,000,000—a 


sum larger than Is owed by the federal 
government and all the state govern- 
ments. Of the total It is worth while 
to note New York contributes, when 
all sinking fund deductions are made, 
about one-fourth. 


The increasing habit ot America^ 


cities to mortgage the future IB ond 
of the marked 
governmental tend- 


encies of the times. Although a mark- 
ed Improvement has taken place in 
the quantity of municipal government, 
whatever the other good faults, thera 
is seemingly no disposition to lessen 
the public burden. 
The theory seem- 


ingly is that municipal resources are 
practically unlimited. For a public 
servant to have 
prejudice against 


debt creation is considered proof that 
he Is an old fogy. 


The greater part of city debts rep-

Shell and cut Into Imlves live 
hard boiled eggs; remove the yolks and 
mix with them n teaspoon of butter, 
three dashes of paprika and one-eighth 
teaspoonful of salt: add to this the finely 
mlnced meat (one-huir cup), adding if 
necessarv another teaspoon of melted but- 
ter, and heap the whites with this mix- 
ture. Place on a platter In the center of 
a rice border (hot. salted, boiled rice). 
This may be eaten plain or with a white 
sauce.

If 
any is left, and the sauce, (.'over with 
dough and bake: -when done slip spatula 
under pie. slide on a hot dish, garnish 
with parsley, celery tops or sliced lemon. 


Apple Charlotte—Line a pudding dish 


with slices of stale csike that have been 
dipped lightly in sweet milk. 
Fill the 
dish with apples that have been stewed 
with lemon and slightly sweetened, alter- 
nating the layers of apples with slices of 
cake dotted with jelly, candied cherries 
or chopped fins. If any arc left. This 
may be served plain, the top layer of thn 
cake dipped In milk and baked until deli- 
cately browned, but Is nicer if a meringu'- 
is made of the whites of two eggs, two ta- 
blespoons of sugar and a few drops of 
vanilla.

The general provisions of the na- 


tional pure food law, which went into 
effect the first day of the year, 'prohib- 
its the adulteration of any food, medi- 
cine or liquor unless the adulteration 
is .clearly set forth on the label or box 
in which the product is contained. 


A fine of not to exceed $500 or im- 


prisonment not to exceed one year is 
the penalty for each violation of the 
new law, and for subsequent violations 
a fine of not less than $1,000 or im- 
prisonment can be imposed in the dis- 
cretion 'of1 the court. 


The law declares food to be adulter- 


ated: 
If any substance has 
been 


mixed and packed with it so as to re- 
duce or lower or Injuriously affect its 
quality or strength; if any subiUnce 
has been substituted wholly or In part 
for the article; If any valuable con- 
stituent of the article has been wholly 
or In part abstracted; if it Is mixed, 
colored, powdered, coated or stained 
n a manner whereby damage or Infe- 
riority Is concealed; if it contain any 
added poisonous or other deleterious 
ngredlent which may render such ar- 
:lcle Injurious to health; If It consists 
wholly or in part of a filthy, decom- 
posed or putrid animal or vegetable 
substance^ or any portion of an ani- 
mal unfit for food, whether manufac- 
tured or not, or if It Is the product of 


diseased animal, or on* that has 


died otherwise than by slaughter. 


The law holds that food products 


are mlsbranded: 
If an Imitation tit 


oit'ered under the distinctive name of 
another article; if it is labeled or 
branded so as to deceive or mislead 
purchasers, or purport to be a foreign 
product when not so, or It the con- 
tents of the package as originally put

inexhaustible resources. 


. Want Bigger Plantations. 


Under the present law of congress 


not more than forty acres of land may 
be sold from any portion of the public 
domain to one individual, and 
not 


more than 2,500 acres to any assocla- 


ful fiber plant, and cocoanuts have 
been set out and there has been a 
large increase in the area planted to 
rice. 


Financial Condition Good, 


The financial condition of the Islands 


Is reported to be very much better 
than for several years. At the close of 
the last fiscal year there remained an 
excess of receipts over expenditures of 
over a million and a half gold. During 
the coming year there will be a suffi- 
cient amount available to devote two 
or three millions to much needed inter- 
nal Improvements. 


In accordance with the authority

Cut Flowers with Long Stems Artistically Grouped in 


Small or Large Vases Are Effective — Overcrowd- 


ing Spoils Appearance.of B e a u t i f u l Roses, 


Chrysanthemums, Etc. 


-BY ROSANN- A SCHUYLER- 


Arranging flowers is an art to which should vary in order that the group of 


every woman should give some atten- 
tion. It may be true that In this coun- 
try many flowers in the winter are 
only for the truly rich, but it is equally 
true that the most graceful and pleas- 
ing effect may be gained with only one 
or two blossoms, and an entire room 
brightened by them. Almost any worn- 


flowers may not be a round 
bunch. 


One of the reasons of the stiffness of 
the usual "country bouquet" is that it 
is put together with the heads all on 
a Hue and the stems cut precisely the 
same length. 


A little fine green-like asparagus 


vine should be used if possible with 
such flowers as carnations that have 


an can afford these occasionally and 
will be more than repaid. 


The most'common error in handling 


flowers Is that they are apt to be jam- 
med into a vase or thrust down too 
deep. 
Lightness is an essential to 


grace, and the difference is most ad- 
mirably expressed in the two pictures 
showing carnations, the hothouse flow- 
ers most used in winter In this coun- 
try. 
The amateur frequently makes 


the mistake of putting several blos- 
soms or even a whole bunch In at one 
time, and this 'Is fatal to showing them 
at their best. Flowers should always 
be put in one by one, with an eye to 
symmetry and preserving harmony of 
shape. 
This is regulated somewhat 


by tho length 
of the stems, 
which 


TO 


no foliage of their own, but roses, with 
their own leaves, need no other green. 
It should not be forgotten, however, 
that green Is merely an adjunct, and 
not the principal, and should not be 
allowed to overshadow the flowers. It 
should emphasize the color, not dis- 
tract the eye. 


Cutting off the stems Is a vicious ac- 


tion. 
The cases 
where short stem 


flowers are pretty In water might be 
counted on one hand, they are so rare. 
Violets are a case in point. There is 
little beauty in a bunch of these In 
water. This is beginning to be under- 
stood, so that even among the cheap- 
est vuses there are always to be found 
those that are tall and slender, many 
small enough to hold only a couple of

"A bowl of roses" is a pretty form

Regards the Position of the 


French Government 


As Unjust. 
* «* 


In a .sermon delivered yesterday at 


St. Patrick's church Bishop Donten- 
wcll discussed the difficulties between 
the Catholic church and the French 
government, starting out with the as- 
surance that the pope knows what h« 
is doing as he is guided by inspiration 
from heaven and is right in instruct- 
ing the priests not to obey the law. 


The bishop has just returned from 


Rome and in addition is a Frenchman 
himself and 
thoroughly 
conversant 


with all of the details of the trouble 
with the Vatican and he predicted that 
the church will win out in the end as 
its contention is just. By way of ex- 
planation of the true facts he said: 


"There are so many circumstances 


to be considered in the religious crisis 
in France and people in America havg 
been to a large degree misinformed 
on the real situation, for. as would be 
expected, cables sent from a nation In 
such a controversy would be favorable 
to that nation even to the injustice of 
the oppressed people. Very often the 
question is heard—why do the Cath- 
olics of France not obey the laws of 
the French government? This Is the 
wrong question and a very wrong im- 
pression ot the real situation is given 
to all foreigners. 


"The question had better be—why 


did the French government 
declare 


her liberation from the contract made 
years ago by which the state would 
support, the church? And the progress 
of Catholicism is very 
important In 


solving the true cause of the present 
terrible conditions. 


"Centuries 
ago 
God's law was 


stamped on all nations with the com- 
ing of Christianity, which supplanted 
the rule of pagan laws. As a conse- 
quence the church was supported by 
the state and was a part of the gov- 
ernment. However. In centuries later, 
there were certain rulers who wished 
to free themselves froni the Influence 
of the church and the separation fol- 
lowed—a move which was to be dis- 
astrous—as seen today In the dissemi- 
nation of faith Into so many different 
beliefs.

Lady Susan is the wife of Walter 


Beaupre Townley, formerly counselor 
of the British embassy here, and at 
present minister for England to Brazil. 
She Is the daughter of the seventh 
earl of Albemarle, whose family name 
Is Keppel, and before her marriage to 
Mr. Townley was Lady Susan Mary 
Keppel. She comes from one of the 
nost prominent families in England, 
md her father was a famous admiral. 


Mr. Townley and his wife came to 


the United States In the fall of 1905^ 
he having been appointed to the post 
of counselor of the embassy here. 


The counselor and his wife took a 


modest house in Connecticut avenue, 
owned by Mr. Morgan Hill, and lived 
as quietly as they could. Lady Susan 
did not like Washington, and she was 
unhappy, in her social relations with 
Lady Durand. She is quoted on one 
occasion as being dissatisfied with the 
fact that she had to go to dinner be- 
hind the "daughter of a country 
curate." 
Being the daughter of the 


earl of Albemarle, she did not feel sat- 
isfied to take second place.

PROBLEMS OF HAY CROP 


Straw May Be Substituted With Goo< 


Results With Other Rations. 


Tho hay crop in many parts of thi 


country, particularly In the west, i: 
short this year, while there Is gen 
orally an abundance of grain ant 
straw. 
Many farmers will be hart 


pressed to get through the winter 
without buying hay. 


The experiments by the Virginia 


Station, therefore, are of the greatest 
importance at this time. 


Prof. Nourse, has made some in- 


teresting experiments in the use 
straw and finds it takes tho place o: 
hay fairly well. 


The ration used for a part of the 


dairy herd were corn stover, clean 
wheat straw and cotton hulls. 
Some 


beef heifers are also fed in this way. 
The cows were given all the roughage 
they could eat. 


The amount of stover consumed 


was practically tho samo in each case. 
Three or four of tha cows made a 
gain rather than a loss In tho flow. 


Realizing that wheat straw would 


not be relished by any o£ the cows, we 
concluded to not only moisten It fa 
one lot, but to set aside a third pair, 
giving them straw mixed with thei 
silage, and feeding it after It had been 
mixed a short time, to give it a 
chance to get the flavor of the silage. 


In this, Prof. Nourse says he was not 


disappointed, for both cows ate a very 
considerable amount of the straw, 
and the yield, of milk was second only 
to tho stover fed lot. 
The straw 


could not easily be separated from 
Iho silage by the cow, and the whole 
was" eaten with evident relish. 
Prof. 


N'ourse adds: 


"Noting the condition under which 


these two cows seemed to thrive, we. 
In February, began feeding a consid- 
erable number in our herd (about 
twenty cows) with silage and straw 
mixed.. 
Our method of handling it 


tvas: 
In tho afternoon, just before 


Bark, we placed in a room, convenient 
alternate layers of silage and 
cut 


straw. 
This was allowed to remain 


until the next morning, when the | 
R-hole mass would bo quite warm and 
.Ihe straw soft. 
It was fed to cows 


during the day and another lot pre- 
pared. " By this means we used 
large amount of straw and obviated 
me necessity of buying hay." 


In case of the 'beef heifers, more 


stover than hay was given. 
Onl; 


rery small amount of straw was eat- 
in (seventeen to thirty pounds per 
(veek) and the gains were small. A 
large amount of hulls was eaten, hut 
Ihe gains were but little larger than 
*vlth the straw.

The -maiii who tries to make 
money without utilizing his laJbor to the 
very best advantage, has some mighty 
cold winters coming to h'im. Very often 
a dollar's worth of labor, if properly 
directed, may produce three dollars' 
profit. The daitryman who •canntot sell 
his milk for more than two cents per 
quart, should sell butter and use the 
skim milk for pigs. 


Good individuals of any standard 


breed are 
profitable in the 
right 


hands. 
It is up to you to consider 


your facilities, personal tastes, and 
what you are willing to do for your 
herd. 
Ponder well in making the 


selection; but having once made it, 
do not switch about with every new 
fad or fancy; and do not let any one 
persuade you that a mixed breed is 
best. 
Keep your stock pure. 


SOME PRACTICAL HOG TIPS. 


If you intend to plow your blue 


grass and clover pastures next spring 
lot the pigs have free range over them 
until snow falls. 


A good many men win tear them- 


selves from close proximity to a hot 
stove, dash out into the storm, shovel 
a few bushels of corn on the ground 
for their hogs, then leave them to 
shiver and freeze without adequate 
shelter during the night. These men 
are the fellows who are always aura 
there is no money in hog raising. 


Until an actual cure for hog rholcra 


has been discovered the best we can- 
do is to use every possible means tt 
prevent the disease. Absolute clean- 
liness is one of the essentials.

cholera breaks out in the neighbor- 
hood spray your hogs frequently, and 
floors and interiors of the hog houses 
as well, with a tar disinfectant. Keep 
the trough c'ean. 


Since Doctor Moore's discovery of 


"he- hitherto unknown quantities o[ 
L-opperas. it has been used with great 
success to preserve the health oC hogs 
A very small portion, say a teaspoon- 
ful in a barrel of drinking water onca 
or twice a week, is recommended. 


No other feed for small pigs ranks 
is high in value as skim milk. If you 
do not have plenty of it on your own 
farm, better arrange to get some from 
a neighbor, even if it takes trouble to 
do it. 


In the west, alfalfa is now recog- 


nized as of the greatest value in hog 
feeding. Keep a brood sow, plenty of 
cut alfalfa, with a small ration of 
corn, say not more than two pounds 
per day, and she will come through 
the winter in line condition.

of saltpetre to each pound of salt; 
add good, thick molasses, making.a 
stiff mass. Rub this on every other 
day for two weeks, turning the hama 
"requently. Then hang in tho smoke- 
louse and dry thoroughly with a wood 
ire. -Smoke does not preserve meat, 
but heat, which dries the moisture on 
he outside. This process of drying:, 
lowever, should be very slow.

Although nothing is said re- 
garding the fitting of the windows, 
they are doubtless either hung on 
hinges or nmdc to slide to one side 
or tho other to ventilate the house. 
Very likely the nests rest upon a 
platform or are in some, way remov- 
able ao that they can be taken out of 
the building to be cleaned occaslon-

(I will send a 
notice of my generosity to our country 
paper, aa an example- to other constitu- 
ents of yours who may feel It their pa- 
triotic duty to send you a little assistance 
to relieve the stress till something 
be done.) 
It's BO sudden. I had no idea you were 
having such a hard time to make ends 
meet. Why didn't you mention it be- 
fore election? We might have let you 
off. 
But. then, that's just like you. to 
give up your home, friends, and every- 
thing to go there and suffer all the priva- 
tions of a congressman's career, all for 
the benefit of your constituents, 
it's a Sorry Case. 
It's a sorry case, but we were Ignorant 
and didn't know how much we were ask- 
ing of you. And you were too unselfish 
to decline, knowing how difficult it Is 
these times to find a man who is willing 
to give up this easy going life here at 
home -to go way off to n dull town like 
Washington just for tho good 
of the 
public. 
I've been Investigating this business 
little the last few days, and I flnd thera 
Is something out of gear in the manage- 
ment. 
It's not fair to be stingy with one clai 
and give another ton much for Its own 
moral welfare. I find that our govern- 
ment has lots ol employes in Washington 
that are paid too much. Some of them 
receive as high as $1,400 a vear—and iff 
breeding extravagant notions. They Imi- 
tate the rich, by taking homes in the 
country, where they raise gardens and 
chickens. 
They ride to and from the 
city every day. in a magnificent street 
ear. And when their friends visit them 
they escort them about the city in the 
same elegant 
style, without 
ever a 
thought for the poor overworked law- 
makers that may not know where their 
next meal is to come from. 
Soldiers Paid Too Much. 
And there's Uncle Sam's soldiers, too, 
going up and down the country living off 
the lat of the land—fat pork, rice, dried 
apples and all sorts of nice, clean, canned 
meats and things they nave to their 
heart's desire. Travel free ar.rl clothes 
furnished. 
And besides all these they 
are paid a fraction over SS a week, and 
nothing to do but answer roll call and 
wait for war. while you poor fellows are 
shut up In the White house laboring hard 
and living In want. 
I also flnd that you have to pay your 
own house rent and support your own 
families and educate your own children. 
And. 
besides all that you are expected 
to carry a large burden In support of the 
church. I see It now. The church was 
the feather thnt knocked you down. 1 
call that martyrdom. 
Selfish View of It. 
I may ba selfish, but I am thankful 
that the people never took It Into their 
heads to send me to congress where I 
would be obliged to struggle along on a 
petty little salary of J5.000, witli only 
a few hundred for traveling expenses 
now that passes are no longer laid where 
they can be found. 
I guess these things come to remind 
us of our blessings. Here we have all 
that's left after our taxes are paid. Our 
living doesn't cost anything, and the 
women keep the churches going by one 
scheme and another. Of eours« education 
and all matters of that kind are provided 
for our children without money or price. 
Well. I must close now, hoping that 
tha Belt-denying multitude now assem- 
bled tn the cnpltol of our country maj 
soon find some way to keep the wolf fron 
ihc door.

WOMAN SAVES HER LIFE 


BY FEIGNING DEATH 


AFTER_SiT 


For Hours She Did Not 
Move While Husband Sat 


by Waiting for End. ' 


New York, Dec. 20.—With two bul- 


,ets 
in her 
head, 
Mrs. John 
J. 


O'Rourko lay for half an hour in her 
home in Morris Park, L. I., early yes- 
terday, feigning death, while her hus- 
band, who had shot her, sat by her 
side to make sure she was dead. 


Though enduring agony, the woman 


dared not move'even an eyelid. Her 
[orturo was not even ended, when, af- 
ter thirty minutes, her husband raised 
the revolver and fired a bullet into his 
brain. She heard the shot and heart1, 
the man fall, but she thought perhaps 
lie was only wounded, nnd might shoot 
her again. For two hours longer she 
lay and suffered before she dared make 
a move to seek aid. 


Faints on Reaching Aid. 


She waited almost too long, for loss 


of blood had made her so weak that 
she was barely able to crawl to the 
residence of her nearest neighbor be- 
fore she fainted. It is thought, how- 
ever, that she will recover. 


The O'Rourkes occupied a comfort- 


able home and O'Rourke had a good 
business, but failed to get along well 
with his wife. She had him arrested 
last week for threatening to kill her 
and he was placed under bonds of 
$1,000 to keep the peace. 


They were alone in the house Mon- 


day night 
Mrs. O'Rourke says the 


evening had been pleasant. 
Shortly 


before 1 o'clock she was seated in a 
Morris chair by the fire, and her hus- 
band was at a table near by. 
Her 


back was turned to him. There had 
been no conversation for possibly halt 
an hour. 


Threat to Kill Is Sudden. 


'I think I'll kill you now," 
said 


O'Rourke quietly, and she turned to 
see him with a pistol In his hand. 


"Not on Christmas day, John," she 


pleaded. "Without replying he raised 
the revolver and fired twice. Both bul- 
lets struck her in the forehead as she 
sat in the chair. One ranged upward 
under the scalp and the other buried 
itself in the skull. 


The wounds bled freely, and to this 


fact Mrs. O'Rourke owes 
her 
life. 


O'Rourke picked her up from the Mor- 
ris chair and carried her to a couch 
011 the other side of the room. 
She 


was conscious and from remarks she 
heard him mutter to himself she gath- 
ered that he believed she was dead. 


Lies As If Dead. 


O'Rourke sat by the side of the 


couch watching her and talking to him- 
self for half an hour.

Morgan, Pr.yLynian Abbott and other 
prominent citizens of New York, ad- 
Iressed an open letter to Secretary o£ 
Staio Rlihu Itoot yesterday, calling his 
attention to conditions in tho Congo 
Free State, where, it is 
asserted, 


'flagrant inhumanity 
exists." 
The 


letter urges him, in behalf of the 
American people, to use the "moral 
support" of tho United States govern- 
ment to correct tho abuses. The com- 


imieation is as follows: 
"Over a year has passed since tho 


report of the commissioners chosen 
by the chief executive and virtual 
owner of tho Congo to investigate con- 
ditions in that state was published. 
In spite of their natural desire to give 
ill possible credit to tbeir sovereign, 
.ho commissioners felt constrained to 
report the existence of measures and 
practices of flagrant Inhumanity. 


Inhuman Practices Cited. 


"Among these measures and prac- 


tices are the following: 


The exaction of a Inbor tar so op- 
pressive that many natives on whom It 
falls have little If any freedom. 
Appropriation of land to such an 
extent that the natives are practically 
prisoners within their own territory.

FUEL BY FARMERS 


DAKOTA 


Distress Caused by Famine 


in Fuel Not Fully 


Known. 


Pierre, S. D.. Dec. 2G.—All the world 


DOW knows of the distressing priva- 
tions on the great western prairie, just 
[tassed through by the ambitious set- 
ters owing to the coal and fuel fam- 
ine, but few realize the utter desti- 
tution caused by the need for fuel. 


There have been many times in his- 


tory when people were forced to Jjiirn 
.reasures to keep warm, but never be- 
fore on the prairie has fuel been so,' 
scarce. One hundred and fifty miles 
southwest of Fargo, N. I)., is a. settle- 
ment of Russian farmers who have re- 
cently come io this state. "When the 
coal question came us and the 
rail- 


roads could not supply fuel there was 
nothing for them to do but to chop up 
their outbuildings for fuel to cookwith. 
The question of keeping a steady fire 
for heating purposes was at an end. 


Burned All Outbuildings. 


One family named Roustoff, which 


came to the state in the spring, had no 
fuel iu the house nor oil for 
lamps. 


The stable was used for cooking pur- 
poses and the other outbuildings fol- 
lowed- The horses and the cattle were 
turned loose to seek food and shelter 
on the prairie and to be victims to any 
blizzard that might overtake - them. 
Then the platform around the pump 
was made into fuel, then the wagon 
boxes and later the wheels. 


Everything about the farm 
except 


what was needed about the house to 
keep out the cold was sacrificed to 
keep the kitchen stove burning long 
enough to cook the beef and make the 
coffee. 
The family are well after the 


awful ordeal. 
They say it is worse 


than Russia, for there they have plenty 
of fuel. 


At Grantham, a small town, the fuel 


shortage was as bad. Two families 
moved into one house and chopped up 
the other house for fuel. 
One day a 


train went through and forty men at- 
tacked the crew, but found extra locks 
on the coal cars and the coal of poor 
quality, so let the train proceed. 
A 


man named "Waldran traded a load of 
wood for three horses. At Renning 
several families burned bushel after 
bushel of oats and said it held fire like 
coal. 


Used Much Canned Goods. 


The farmers had plenty of money 


and went to the stores and purchased 
sufficient, supplies of canned and dried 
fish and fruit, so that with what the 
housewives had in store the question 
of food was not a serious one. 
The 


cold weather was the most difficult to 
endure. Many settlers and old farm 
ers hauled out the old hay burners 
which were in vogue many years ago 
and used the long wild grass in their 
barynard stacks for fuel. 
This did 


good service. 


One of the luckiest, things connected 


with 
the coal famine was the fine 


weather. While it 
was 
very cold 


through South and North Dakota, 
there were no storms. Had a blizzard 
swept, over the 
country while the 


scarcity of fuel was at its height there 
would have been a great loss of hu- 
man life and of live stock. 


Far out on n ranch near the South 


Dakota northern state line 
in 
the 


family of James O'Haran a child was 
born. There was no coal on the place 
and none in the town. There had been 
no wood sold for a month. O'Harau 
had tried to get a supply of coal in 
the fall but had failed. 


Burned Sheds to Warm Stork. 


The sheds were the only thing to 


burn to keep the house warm for the 
reception of the stork, so the cattle 
and horses were turned loose to shift 
for themselves while their warm stalls 
were burned to keep the. baby 
bo> 


warm. 'This story is vouched for by 
several Sioux City, Iowa, men 
who 


were looking for land in that part of 
the state and reached here by team 
yesterday. 


Real estate men fear a fall in land 


prices owing to .the fuel situation this 
winter. They claim that inasmuch as 
the railroads have been unable to haii 
coal to them and the grain from them 
there will be a much greater shortage 
of cars In the year to come unless 
something is done to relieve the con 
gcstion. No one can devise a plan. 


Grain Piles Up On Farms. 


In South Dakota the great elevators 


are overflowing with wheat and corn 
and other grains are 
being 
stored 


away on the farms in the best waj 
possible. 
The stock is the only thing 


the farmers and ranchmen are able to 
move. This provides them with plenty 
of money, but money can not, buy coal 


In the western part, of North Dako 


. ta are many hundreds of people who 


went there this summer 
to 
secure 


cheap lands. They went with smal 
amounts of money and spent It in get 
ting as much land 
as they 
could 


They built, insufficient houses to keep 
out the cold, and thus when the colt 
Knap came and the coal and wood rai 
out the suffering was intense.

He leaves a wife and 
son. Covert refused to be Interviewed 
until he had talked with an attorney.

We fire now to have a whole year in 


what Is called the Old Testament, the 
Scriptures which Jesus so loved and 
which He was always quoting and 
opening . up and heartily Indorsing. 
We are to spend nine months in the 
boobs of Moses and. the last quarter in 
Joabua to Samuel. We will do well to 
bear In mind that all Scripture con- 
cerns Himself, all was written by the 
Spirit of God, and all things written 
In the law of Moses, the prophets nnd 
the Psalms concerning Him must bo 
fulfilled (Lube xxlv. 27, 44). There Is 
nothing within our reach so much to 
be prised as the knowledge of God 
(Jer. ix, 23, 24), and Dr. Andrew Mur- 
ray says concerning the Bible, "The 
central thought of this boob IB God; its 
one object is to reveal God, aud in 
reading it our chief desire should be 
to know God." The book as a whole 
Is the story of this earth on which "we 
live and the purpose of God concern- 
ing it. The first two chapters of Gen- 
esis and the last two of Kevelatlon tell 
us of the earth as It was nnd as it will 
be again, without any sin or sorrow 
or dovil or curse. Between Gen. ill 
and Rev. ss it is, as Dr. Westou says, 
tha story of the conflict 
between 


Christ and the devil for man and his 
Inheritance, the earth. 


The opening sentence of our lesson Is 


a. dateless statement telling us in a 
few mighty words bow heaven and 
earth came Into existence. Literally it 
Is "the heavens and the earth." That 
God the Father created all things by 
and for .Jesus Christ is aeea'ln John 1, 
1-S; Col. i, 10, 17. That all was done 
by His word and spoken into existence 
out of nothing is seen ia Pa. xxxlii, (i, 
9; Heb. si, 3. Some of the comfort 
that comes to a child of God from 
these facts may be seen In Isa. il, 
20-31: Jer. xsxii, 17; Acts iv, 24-31. 


That the earth waa not created with- 


out form and void we learn from Isa. 
xlv, 18. It Is more plain in the Revised 
Version by comparing Terse 2 with that 


• passage. The two words translated 


"without form and void" are found In 


• combination' only • In two other places 


(Isa. xxxiv, 11; Jer. iv, 23), and.In each 
they refer to the result of a catastro- 
phe. Tha inference from -this record 


-In'Genesis Is that In the far distant 


pa?t, "the beginning," God made.the 
;heRvens and the earth good, as He al- 


: iways makes all things, but that some- 


thing happened which resulted in the 
CQnfuslon and emp'tmeas of verse 2. 
The six da>"a' work of our lesson Is 
therefC'ts not the -record of the crea- 
tion, but.of ft rtttoraitloa, for it is no- 
where •wTitfe^""tfiat in sir days the 
Lord created the'heaven and the earth, 
but it Is written that "In six days the 
Lord made . heaven, and earth" (Ex. 
3tr,'Bll). See the two words in Gen. 
11, 3. The beautiful part of it is that 
nil waa done by the Spirit of God and 
the word of God, no one and no thing 
hindering. Note in verso 2, "The Spirit 
of God moved or brooded;" then notice 
the ten times "And God said," Notice 
tUso the other verbs, saw, divided, call- 
ed; made, Created, blessed, ended, rest* 
ed, finished, sanctified, given, In this 
section ending wttii chapter if, 3. Note 
itfe sentences., "God saw that it was 
good," and "It was so," each used sev- 
en times, and also the twice seven 
times' use of the word "let." It is cer- 
tainly a magnificent picture of God 


. .working unhindered ond accomplish- 


ing His good pleasure, the result being 
a" perfect, earth without sin or suffer- 
ing or; curse of any kind and, as we 
shall gee In our nett lesson, man in 
the image o? God in communion with 
<God, having dominion over oil thlnga. 
Thus the Bible begins, and thus it 
ends, and If we are 'In Him who is 
both the beginning and the end, the 
first and the last (Rev. I, 8,11, 17), we 
shall share the kingdom with Him 
when He shall have subdued all things 
unto Himself. I do not know any 
other way to take this record than just 
as it reads, the work of each day in 
Its day, and, thus accepting it, adore 
and praise Him who did it ail. 


But while it Is a record of earth's 


restoration It is also suggestive of the 
birth of a Hpul and the' development of 
life ,in that soul. The condition of ev- 
ery, unsaved person is described by. 
the words "without form and void" or 
"confusion and emptiness," and truly 
In\svch all is darkness. But God 
Speaks, and the Spirit works, the light 
shmeg In, and there is the work of re- 
generation. The Spirit uses this Illus- 
tration when He says, "God, who com- 
manded the light to shine out of dark- 
ness, hath shlued In our hearts to give 
the light of the knowledge of the glory 
of God in the face of Jesus Christ" (II 
Cor. Iv, 6). Then, being redeemed, 
there is a division between light and 
darkness, and we become children of 
;tho day (I Thess. v, 5). We then begin 
to learn the difference betweeq waters 
'above and waters beneath, as In John ' 
Iv, 13, 14. Nest we come to the third 


• day, or resurrection experience of fruit- 


fulness, suggested by the dry land com- 
ing np out of the sea and soon covered 
with grass, herbs and trees. Bo each 
day has its analogy In the Christian's 
experience, and those who have anoint- 
ed eyes will sge, but all la accomplish- 
ed by the Spirit and the word. Note 
tho "abundantly" and the blessing and

A HOMELESS CHRIST 


—A Sermon By- 


Rev. F. DeWitt Talmage, D. D. 


(From the Christian Herald). 


Have you ever read the story of the 


Nativity? 
"Oh, yes," you answer, 


"many times. It is the one portion of 
the Bible I love to read over and. over 
again. When 1 open tho book of Mat- 
thew and, start with the words, 'Now 
when Jesus was In 
Bethlehem of 


Judea In the days of Herod the king,' 
the divine story has such a fascination 
that I never stop until I have read the 
whole chapter through." I am gl&d to 
hear you say that. The fascination 
which holds you enthralled when you 
read how Christ was born in the man- 
ger, Is the same enchantment that 
grips Innumerable minds and hearts. 
I do not believe any Christmas sermon 
ia complete unless It deals with the 
whole story of the Nativity. 


But though this story of the Nativ- 


ity is fascinating to the 
young, it 


should be even more fascinating to the 
middle-aged and the old. because a 
man with a matured mind can give It 
its true historical setting. This story 
should mean far more to one who can 
read between the lines than It means 
to the casual reader. 
As I begin to 


study the nine words, "There was no 
room for them In the inn," I realize 
that the words have a deeper signi- 
ficance than of a crowded public tav- 
ern. The act of the inn-keeper is 
symbolic of the treatment of Christ 
by men of every rank, and in every 
sphere of tho world's activities to this 
day. Christ Is still excluded. 


Excluded Still. 


Now, 
as on the day of his birth, 


there is no room for him. That ex- 
clusion by the mercenary inn-keeper, 
who would send a poor woman in the 
delicate condition of Christ's mother 
to a common stable, was typical. 
It 


meant tha shut door of the ruler's 
throne room. It meant the shut door 
of the palace. It meant the shut door 
of our mercantile establishments. 
It 


meant -a Christ crowded out into the 
cold winter nights, 
from hearts 
to 


Would not his rule 
eliminate 
the 


liquor dealers, the corrupt politician, 
the ministerial mountebank masquer- 
ading in his pulpits? What a revo- 
lution his rule would make on earth! 
Every ruler would tremble, as 
the 


hand that wielded the small cords la 
the temple was laid to the wheel of 
government We pray that his king- 
dom may come, but who is ready for 
it? There is still no room for him In 
the palace, as tiiere was no room for 
him in tho Inn. 


The scene again changes. 
We are 


cot now standing in the Jerusalem 
capital. We have left 
this ancient 


city, with its walls and watch-towers 
and temples and palaces. We have left 
the crowded streets, lined with homes 
of wealth. We have left the great, 
swarming multitudes. We have left 
far behind the singing pf the worship- 
ers and the music of the dancers and 
the ceaseless hum of its busy marts of 
trade. We have left Jerusalem, with 
all Its holy associations. And we ride 
on to the little village of Bethlehem. 
We can easily do this, literally as well 
as figuratively. Bethlehem 
Is 
only 


about six miles from Jerusalem. The 
road is down grade. As we come to 
the village wo find it an insignificant 
place, as it waa two thousand years 
ago. There are hundreds 
of little 


towns in New England twice as large, 
whose names you have never heard 
anything about 
They are too small 


for notice. 


The Oriental Village. 


This little village, like all villages, 


has its store, or pace for buying 
things. It still has a little tavern or 
public inn, where belated 
travelers 


can stop. The innkeeper or proprietor 
of this public tavern 
has 
plenty of 


guests who want to stop with him on 
tiie nlfiht before Jesus waa born. The 
little village is overcrowded, because 
Caesar had decreed that a public cen- 
sus must be taken. All the descend- 
ants of King David have come back to 
which he asks admission, by selfish- Betnleliem to be enrolled. While the 
ness and avarice which have usurped | innlreeper ls standing at the door Of 


this public tavern, a man comes up 
the throne that belongs to him by 
right. 
As we think o! that birth In 


the stable at this Christmas season, 
we would not waste our indignation 
gn that Oriental inn-keeper, but attend 
to the plea Christ makes now, to un- 
lock all the barred and bolted doors 
of the human heart as well as of the 
Bethlehem inn. I cannot describe the 
situation better than in the words of 
the poet: 


He waa cradled In a manger, 
Kia own angel sang the hymn 


Of rejoicing: at his coming. 
Yet there was noToom for him. 


Oh. my brothers, are we wiser. 
Ara we better now than they? 
Have we any room for Jesus, 
In the life wo live today? 


Not mych room for our Lord Jeaua, 
Has there-been or will there be; 
Room for Pilate and for Herod— 
Not for Him of Calvary. 


Koom for pleasure's-Soors wide open, 
And for business—but for Him, 
Only here and there a manner 
Like to that of Bethlehem. 


As we are to have many different 


guides for this Christmas sermon, and 
many 
different 
geographical 
situa- 


tions, let us first seek the most con- 
spicuous man among all our guides, 
and sit for a little while in the throne 
room of Herod the Great, in the Jeru- 
salem capital.. Were ever gorgeous- 
ness and splendor greater than his? 
H$rad was appointed, when a^ young 
man, governor of Judea, by his fath- 


But no sooner did he ascend the 


gubernatorial throne than he began to 
grip the country with the clutch of a 
giant. He made Jerusalem his capi- 
tal. 
Ha slew every man who dared 


criticise his actions. 
By war and 


Stratagem he annexed territory after 
territory to his realms. 
He married 


ten wives and divorced or murdered 
them with no more compunction than 
had Henry tha VIII., who sent Ann 
Boleyn and Catharine Howard to tha 
scaffold. So great was Herod's wealth 
that, like Napoleon HI., he lined his 
streets with palaces and temples, and 
places of amusement. Great v/as ho. 
Aye, 
he became greater in wealth and 


power than all who had preceded him. 
Such was King Herod, who ruled 
Judea in the. year in which Jesus was 
born. 


While we stand among the princes 


and princesses, counsellors and high 
military potentates, who surround this 
powerful king in the throne room of 
the Jerusalem capital, a courier push- 
es his way into the hall. He is dust- 
begrimed. He hands the king a mes- 
sage from the commander of the royal 
troops. It reads: "Last night there 
passed through our lines some strange 
men- 
They came from the far east 


They were evidently sages and astrol- 
ogers. They -were great men from the 
far east, as their garments proved. 
They were following a star, which 
slowly moved before them as a guide. 
They told me that they were going to 
Jerusalem to find there a royal babe, 
which was yet to be king of the east. 
I want to warn your majesty of their 
mission that you may find this child 
and slay him." No sooner do we see 
the great king read this letter than 
ilia lips become set and firm. His 
eyes flash and he crumples up the let- 
ter in his rage. He sends forth mes- 
sengers to meet these wlsa men. I 
can Imagine him muttering, "Yes, I 
will find out where this young child is. 
I will kill him, I will kill him, If I 
lave to kill every child In my kingdom 


There nvist be no rival to 


me In this kingdom." 


Is there any royal palace on earth 


in which Jesus would be a welcome 
guest? Is there any cabinet of states* 
men that, would submit to his rule or 
govern on his principles? If he rulud 
on earth could there be such horrors 
as those of the Congo? 
Such mas- 


sacres as those of Armenia? 
Such 


ruthless injustice as that of Russia? 


a small donkey by a bridle. 


Upon the hack nf this animal sits a 
pale-faced young girl. The weary trav- 
eler says to the inkeeper, "Can we 
have a lodging at your 
tavern to- 


night?" The innkeeper looks at the 
man's rough clothes and he says to 
himself, "Hum-r-no money there. Thig 
Is my time 
for 
making money. I 


must not let sentimentality get the 
better of me. No," he replies sharply, 
"there is no room. Do you hear? No 
room." Then tho man comes a little 
closer to the innkeeper and anxiously 
whispers something, and then points 
to the pale-faced girl upon the diminu- 
tive beast of burden. The Innkeeper 
looks up quickly. He Is almost ready 
to yield as he sees the poor sick wom- 
an. Then his mercenary spirit again 
gets the better of him. 
He quickly 


shakes his head and replies, "No. No. 
No room, I tell you. If your wife is to 
be sick tonight, I do not want her 
here." "But," says the traveler, whom 
we all know now to be Joseph the car- 
penter, "Where shall we go? What 
shall we do?" And we can imagine 
how the husband would plead for shel- 
ter for his wife. But the innkeeper's 
heart is hard and he is unmoved by 
Joseph's appeal. 


The Refuge in the Stable. 


There may really have 
been 
no 


room, as he said, and how could he 
be expected to turn out people who 
were already installed, to make room 
for this humble couple? No, there is 
no room. If the case Is as urgent as 
Joseph represents, why not ga Into 
the stable? There is room there, and 
it Is a shelter. 
So Joseph accepts, 


and there, with no comfort or privacy, 
Jesus is born. Perhaps the moat pa- 
thetic verse in ell the bible is: 
"And" 


she brought forth her first-born son 
ami wrapped him In swaddling clothes 
and laid him In a manger, because 
there was no room for them in the 
inn." 


Can it be that the avarice of Bethle- 


hem's innkeeper IB today gnawing at 
any of our hearts? Tell me. If you had 
been 
that 
innkeeper, 
and Jesus' 


mother had come to you, would you 
have taken her In at a financial loss? 
Do you, oh, business man, show any 
more kindness to your employes and 
the poor than 
that tavern keeper 


showed to Joseph? Are you a Shylock 
in the business world, demanding your 
last pound of flesh no matter whose 
heart you are cutting into? Are you 
a ghoul of the night, crawling over 
the battlefields rifling the pockets of 
the slain with no compunction about 
where the money comes from? Have 
you no more mercy upon those who 
are financially in your power than had 
the Marley or the Scrooge of the nov- 
eljst? Oh, that today, the mercenary 
selfishness of our past life might for- 
ever pass away! 
Oh, that today the 


Christmas chimes could ring out a 
cheerful call to all the poor, all the 
suffering, all the sick, all the troubled, 
to come to our doors and find shelter 
and a Christmas refuge. 


But, again the scene changes. Now, 


instead of being in the Jerusalem capi- 
tal or down in the little' village of 
Bethlehem, we are away hack among 
the Zebulon hills at Nazareth, where 
Mary and Joseph lived and loved at 
the time when they started down to 
Bethlehem to be enrolled for the cen- 
sus, at the end of whtch journey Jesus 
was born and laid in a manger. 
As 


we have found no room for Jesus In 
the palace and no room for the Infant 
Christ in the inn, BO we now find no 
room for Jesus in the homes of purity 
and respectability. Did you ever stop 
to consider perhaps tho most Import- 
ant reason why Jesus was born in 
Bethlehem of Judea?

HOW AN AGED INFIDEL WAS WON

Adam Swope, of Trenton, N. J., a 


life-long roller against creeds, church- 
es and Christianity, and who was re- 
cently converted, was born near Car- 
versville, Pa., August 15, 1812. 
He 


was of German descent. He attended 
the public schools of Bucks County, 
Pa., where he was an apt pupil, and 
received a good common school edu- 
cation.

to desist. He had eleven children, six 
boys and five girls, three of whom are 
living. His wife, Mrs. Sarah Swope, 
was a devout and consistent member 
of the Presbyterian church. Her hus- 
band was EO bitter against churches 


I Christianity that he forbade her 


going to church, and did all that he 
could, short of positive violence, to 
accomplish this end. 


Ha failed completely In his purpose, 


however. Quietly but firmly she kept 
up her church attendance. .Mr. Swope, 
in his family, 
constantly expressed 


his infidel views, accompanied by a 
great deal of profanity. Mrs. Swope, j 
on the other hand, was unswerving in I 
her loyalty to Christ and in her efforts | 
to bring up her children in the Chris- 
tian faith. 


Mr. Swope was so bitter in his an- 


tagonism of religion, that he even op- 
posed his children going to Sunday 
school, and his wife had to take the 
children to her own room and teach 
them how to pray. 
She, in a gentle 


way, 
crossed his wishes, and sent the 


children to Sunday school. 
Not one 


of the children followed in the father's 
unbelieving footsteps, and all, except 
one, are now In Christian churches. 


In his later life Mr. Swope made his

first time in his life, began to think 
seriously. 
Mr. and Mrs. Arnold were 


good, moral people, even- before they 
professed Christ. The son-in-law one 
morning heard the old man say, "O, 
my God!" and saw him throw up his 
hands, as if in fear. 


The children then hurriedly gath- 


ered around him, and began talking 
to him about Christ, and earnestly 
prayed for him. The almost cente- 
narian said: 
"I realize all that you 


say is true, and I am going to make 
a change in my life." 


The pastor of 
tha 
family, Rev. 


Charles H. Elder, pastor of the Trin- 
ity Methodist Episcopal church, was 
sent for, and he hastened to the home 
and held up Christ to the aged peni- 
tent as his Saviour. The old unbe- 
liever, now in his ninety-fifth year, 


and prayers of Mr. 
I Mrs. Peter G. 


Arnold, were used of God to bring an 
unbelieving and bitter foe of Chris- 
tianity savingly to Jesus Christ. 


Shortly after his 
conversion, 
on 


Wednesday, November 28, Mr. Swopo 
was taken suddenly sick. Rev. Mr. 
Elder was In the house several times 
during tho morning. It was glorious 
to hear the aged man say again and 
again, "O, dear Lord!" He was ques- 
tioned about his faith in Christ It 
was clear and victorious. He died on 
Thanksgiving Day.
